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Individuals  interested  in  serving  on  the  Graduation  Requirements  Committee 
for  the  city's  public  schools  are  invited  to  attend  a  series  of  three  orientation

The  series  is  designed  to  give  prospective  members  important  background 
information  necessary  to  implement  the  Board  of  Education's  charge  and  to  under- 
stand the  significance  of  the  committee's  future  efforts. 

The  October  2J  meeting  will  deal  with  the  recommendations  of  the  California 
Commission  for  Reform  of  Intermediate  and  Secondary  Education  (RISE  Commission) , 
the  new  California  State  high  school  proficiency  tests,  and  recent  changes  in  the 
law  requiring  physical  education. 

A  second  meeting  on  Thursday,  October  3°>  1975  will  deal  with  the  findings 
of  The  Education  for  the  People  goals-setting  process  for  all  district  schools  in 
which  some  6,000  San  Franciscans  participated  last  year. 

The  third  session  scheduled  for  Thursday,  November  6,  1975  will  deal  with 
organizing  and  chargirg  sub-committees  with  their  tasks. 

On  September  JO,    1975  "the  Board  of  Education  passed  a  resolution  which  greatly 
expanded  the  charge  given  to  the  Graduation  Requirements  Committee.   Instead  of 
concerning  itself  solely  with  graduation  grequirements ,  the  committee  has  been 
given  the  task  of  setting  minimum  standards  at  several  points  during  a  child's 
educational  process  from  grades  K  through  12  for  implementation  by  June  1977. 

A  temporary  steering  committee  has  been  established  and  is  developing  plans 
for  future  committee  work  and  the  coming  orientation  sessions,, 

The  steering  committee  further  recommends  that  individuals  who  wish  to 
'  be  appointed  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  as  permanent  committee  members 
should  attend  at  least  two  of  the  announced  meetings,, 
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SCHOOL  DISTRICT  CONSTRUCTION  AWARD  IS  MAJOR 
BREAKTHROUGH  FOR  MINORITY  CONTRACTORS 
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Superintendent  of  Schools  Robert  P.  Alioto  and  the  construction  firms 
of  Amoroso  Construction  Company  and  Trans-California  Corporation,  a  minority 
firm,  today  signed  a  $2,171,000  construction  contract  -which  is  a  major  break- 
through for  minority  contractors  in  the  industry. 

In  keeping  with  its  affirmative  action  plan,  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Education  approved  the  award  of  a  contract  to  the  joint-venture  construc- 
tion group  made  up  of  the  Amoroso  Company  and  Trans-California  Corporation, 
a  minority  firm  headed  by  former  San  Francisco  49er  football  player  Roland 
Lakes. 

The  joint-venture  will  re-build  the  Commodore  Sloat  School,  located  at 
Ocean  Avenue  and  Junipero  Serra. 

In  addition  to  the  Trans-California  participation,  three  other  minority 
subcontractors  will  be  doing  work,  collectively  amounting  to  approximately 
$666,000.  These  firms  include  Rosas  Construction  Company,  Aire  Sheet  Metal, 
and  L  &  H  Terrazzo  doing  grading  and  paving,  heating  and  ventilation,  and 
terrazzo,  respectively. 

The  award  is  part  of  an  updated  affirmative  action  program  for  minority 
subcontractors  participating  in  the  school  district's  Field  Act  Reconstruc- 
tion Program  to  re-build  or  replace  the  41  remaining  schools  to  bring  them 
into  eartquake  safety  compliance. 

The  plan  calls  for  a  minimum  25  per  cent  minority  business  participation 
in  all  Field  Act  Reconstruction  Projects  let  by  the  school  district.

To  qualify  as  a  low  responsible  bidder,  the  general  contractor  must 
show  that  he  is  in  compliance  with  the  school  district's  affirmative  action 
requirements . 

According  to  Milton  P.  Reiterman,  Associate  Superintendent  for  Manage- 
ment Services,  the  program  evolved  in  association  with  minority  contractors 
and  is  the  first  of  its  kind  with  a  25  per  cent  nrijiimum  for  minority  contractors 
to  be  adopted  by  a  school  district  in  the  West. 

The  program  is  being  implemented  under  the  direction  of  McKee-Berger- 
Mansueto,  Inc.,  construction  managers  for  the  school  district's  Non-Bond 
Field  Act  Reconstruction  Program,  and  this  marks  the  letting  of  the  first 
contract  under  MBM' s  supervision. 

Work  on  the  Commodore  Sloat  School  is  scheduled  to  begin  October  17, 
1975  arid  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  September  of  1976.

Superintendent  of  Schools  Robert  F.  Alioto  announced  today  that  the 
Board  of  Education's  Curriculum  and  Instructional  Support  Services  Committee 
will  conduct  five  city-wide  area  meetings  to  provide  a  broader  base  of  corn- 
unity  reaction  to  his  Educational  Redesign  Proposal. 

Since  the  proposal  was  first  detailed  on  January  6,  1976,  Dr.  Alioto 
has  encouraged  community  groups,  parents,  school  personnel,  and  the  general 
public  to  submit  written  responses  to  the  ten-point  plan. 

In  order  to  secure  response  and  reaction,  five  evening  meetings 
in  various  parts  of  the  city  will  be  held  at  7  p.m.  on  February  2,  5,  9,  10, 
and  11.  All  are  being  held  in  school  auditoriums.

To  date  hundreds  of  community  groups,  school  staffs,  and  many  organiza- 
tions have  received  copies  of  the  Educational  Redesign  Proposal  and  have  been 
studying  and  reacting  to  it.   They  have  been  putting  their  reactions  in 
written  form  to  submit  to  Superintendent  Alioto. 

In  order  to  provide  broader  discussions  of  the  issues  involved,  the  Board 
committee  has  scheduled  the  five  evening  sessions  to  provide  an  additional 
public  forum  for  the  on-going  review  of  the  redesign  proposal. 

All  citizens  interested  in  furthering  discussion  of  the  proposal  and 
contributing  their  input  into  the  future  design  for  the  city's  public  schools 
are  encouraged  to  attend  a  meeting  in  their  geographical  area. 

The  Educational  Redesign  Proposal  is  a  concerted  attempt  to  revitalize 
instructional  programs  and  non-instructional  services  in  the  city's  public 
schools.   It  stresses  areas  of  high  priority  in  setting  future  educational 
directions . 

Dr.  Alioto  states,  "The  proposed  redesign  will  be  reviewed  by  staff, 
students,  and  community  for  reactions  and  modifications,  and  in  final  form, 
it  will  become  our  basic  operating  educational  philosophy.  We  enter  into 
the  redesign  with  a  spirit  of  openness  and  willingness  to  modify,  change, 
delete,  or  add  as  the  community,  staff,  and  students  recommend." 

Copies  of  the  proposal  have  been  produced  in  English,  Chinese,  Spanish, 
Japanese,  Tagalog,  and  Vietnamese  and  have  been  circulated  to  organizations 
and  individuals  through  the  school  district's  Public  Information  Office  at 
135  Van  Ness  Avenue. 
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In  order  to  provide  active  citizen  involvement  in  the  budget  development 
process  of  the  San  Francisco  public  schools,  Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  is 
calling  for  the  establishment  of  a  Community  Advisory  Committee  on  the  Budget 
Process. 

The  committee  will  be  composed  of  volunteers  who  will  have  on-going  partici- 
pation in  the  budgetary  process  and  who  will  review  budget  proposals  and  how  they 
relate  to  goals  and  priorities  of  the  over-all  school  community. 

The  committee  members  will  report  directly  to  the  superintendent  and  will 
make  recommendations  to  him  based  upon  intensive  study  and  review.

NEW  INCOME  GUIDELINES  ANNOUNCED  FOR 

SCHOOL  REDUCED  PRICE  MEALS  PROGRAM 

The  family  income  guidelines  which  cover  the  reduced  price  meal  policy 
for  children  unable  to  pay  the  full  price  for  meals  served  in  schools  under  the 
National  School  Lunch,  School  Breakfast  and  Special  Milk  Programs  has  been 
changed  by  Federal  legislation,  according  to  the  Cafeteria  Department  of  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.  There  have  been  no  changes  in  the 
guidelines  for  free  meals. 

If  family  income  now  falls  within  the  limits  designated  in  the  charts 
which  follow,  students  may  be  eligible  for  reduced  price  meals  under  the 
new  legislation. 

Parents  whose  applications  were  rejected  in  the  past  because  they  did 
not  fall  within  the  then  accepted  salary  guidelines  and  parents  who  now  are 
eligible  under  the  new  changes  are  invited  to  submit  applications  for  reduced 
price  meals  for  their  children  at  their  schools. 

Any  family  whose  income  at  any  time  falls  within  the  eligibility  criteria 
due  to  unemployment  is  also  eligible  to  apply  for  free  or  reduced  price  meals. 

Application  forms  are  available  in  each  school.   The  information  provided 

on  the  application  will  be  confidential  and  will  be  used  only  for  the  purpose 

of  determining  eligibility.  Applications  may  be  submitted  any  time  during 

the  school  year. 

(The  following  charts  indicate  the  monthly  gross  income  and  annual  gross 
family  income  which  determines  eligibility  for  1.  the  free  meals  and  free  milk 
program  and  2.  the  reduced  price  meals  program.)

ment" notices  sent  to  thirty  three  (33)  school  principals  will  have  for  San 
Francisco  school  children. 

Facing  the  possibility  of  the  non-renewal  of  their  administrative  contracts, 
minority  principals  are  expected  to  disproportionately  bear  the  brunt  of  the 
District  fiscal  crisis.      This  action  most  likely 'will  trigger  off  a   series  of 
regressive   steps  in  contradiction  to  the  District's  stated  goal  of  integrating 
both  staff  and  educational  programs. 

At  the  press  conference,    the  SFUSD  Affirmative  Action  Review  Committee 
will  present  viable  alternatives  for  the  Superintendent's  and  Board  of 
Education's  consideration  so  that  equal  educational  opportunities  for  San 
Francisco  ethnically  diverse  students  are  not  jeopardised.

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COOPERATIVE  PLAN  ANNOUNCED  MAR  1  ; 


BY  THREE  CITY  DEPARTMENTS

A  plan  designed  to  develop  basic  reading  skills,  to  combat  illiteracy,  and 
to  provide  outreach  consumer  complaint  centers  through  a  cooperative  utilization 
of  city  resources  was  announced  today  by  the  heads  of  three  major  city  departments. 

Superintendent  of  Schools  Robert  F.  Alioto,  District  Attorney  Joseph  Freitas, 
and  City  Librarian  Kevin  Starr  outlined  their  mutual  plan  which  supports  Mayor 
George  Moscone's  efforts  to  maximize  services  to  San  Franciscans  with  the  increas- 
ingly limited  resources  available  to  the  City. 

Superintendent  Alioto  announced  a  cooperative  effort  with  the  Public  Library 
to  help  students  develop  basic  reading  skills  by  emphasizing  better  utilization 
of  both  the  school  and  public  libraries. 

City  Librarian  Starr  and  District  Attorney  Freitas  proposed  a  mutual  venture 
to  develop  outreach  community  services  by  placing  illiteracy  clinics  and  consumer 
complaint  centers  within  the  public  library  branches. 

Mayor  Moscone  has  indicated  he  fully  supports  the  model  cooperative  effort 
between  the  three  city  departments. 

Alioto  explained  that  the  plan  relates  directly  to  the  first  phase  of 
implementation  of  the  recently  adopted  Educational  Redesign  Plan  for  the  San 
Francisco  Unified  School  District. 

The  development  of  basic  reading  skills  and  the  increased  cooperation  of  city 
departments  are  major  goals  of  the  schools'  redesign  efforts.  Both  of  these  ob- 
jectives will  be  addressed  by  the  formation  of  a  library  awareness  program.

Included  in  the  program  will  be  regular  visits  by  classes  to  the  public 
libraries,  the  development  of  a  library  education  program  involving  both  school 
district  and  library  staff,  and  the  encouragement  of  parents  to  visit  and  use 
the  libraries. 

Alioto  further  stated  that  a  joint  effort  would  be  initiated  in  the  purchase 
of  reading  material,  aimed  at  reducing  costs  by  eliminating  duplication  of  school 
library  and  public  library  resources,  and  by  quantity  purchases. 

Starr  revealed  a  plan  for  outreach  illiteracy  clinics  that  would  be  housed 
within  community  public  libraries.  Special  help  for  functionally  illiterate  adults 
and  for  the  foreign  born  to  whom  English  is  a  second  language  would  be  available. 

Starr  stated,  "Over  100,000  San  Francisco  adults  read  below  the  fifth  grade 
level.  These  functionally  illiterate  persons  experience  difficulty  and  frustration 
in  our  complex  society  and  are  often  too  embarrassed  to  seek  reading  help.  These 
clinics  will  attempt  to  meet  their  needs." 

Freitas,  who  recently  stressed  an  allout  effort  against  consumer  fraud, 
heartily  endorsed  the  educational  efforts  and  proposed  the  establishment  of  consumer 
complaint  centers  throughout  the  city. 

He  explained,  "The  inability  of  many  adults  to  read  at  an  acceptable  level 
makes  them  vulnerable  to  unscrupulous  vendors.  Educational  efforts,  along  with 
vigorous  prosecution  of  offenders,  will  reduce  the  incidence  of  this  crime  in  San 
Francisco." 

Freitas  disclosed  plans  to  place  consumer  complaint  centers  in  public  library 
brances.  These  centers  would  be  staffed  on  a  part-time  basis  by  bilingual  personnel 
if  possible  and  would  complement  the  reading  clinics. 

The  District  Attorney  has  requested  additional  positions  in  next  year's  budget 
in  order  to  fund  the  new  staff.

The  position  will  be  rotated  on  a  monthly  basis  so  that  a  number 
of  student  representatives  will  be  able  to  gain  experience  in  this 
capacity. 

On  March  9,    1976  the  Board  of  Education  adopted  a  resolution 
approving  the  by-laws  of  the  Student  Advisory  Council. 

Article  IX  of  the  by-laws  states,  "A  member  of  the  Student  Advisory 
Council  shall  sit  on  the  Board  of  Education  on  a  monthly  rotating  basis 
and  will  have  all  privileges  of  the  Commissioners  except  for  voting 
power,  attendance  to  executive  sessions,  and  pay.   If  "the  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation has  functioning  sub- committees,  each  member  of  the  Student  Advisory 
Committee  shall  serve  on  at  least  one  committee  and  shall  have  the  same 
privileges  as  the  other  sub-committee  members." 

Each  senior  high  school  has  two  members  on  the  Student  Advisory  Committee, 
a  regular  representative  and  an  alternate.

The  Chinese  Education  Center  at  9-49  Washington  Street  is  an  arm 
of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  -  a  Center  established  for 
the  reception  and  education  of  the  non-English  speaking  newcomer  to  the 
Chinatown  -  North  Beach  community. 

It  offers  Newcomer  families  services  for  screening  youngsters  for 
proper  classroom  placement,  referring  parents  for  health  and  social 
service  needs,  grouping  students  for  language  learning,  centralizing  for 
curriculum  development  and  teacher  training,  and  having  a  program 
responsive  to  community  needs. 

The  Center  is  now  in  the  process  of  embarking  on  a  student  dental 
care  program  for  the  Newcomers  which  includes  classroom  talks  and 
demonstrations,  a  student  "brush-in,"  a  dental  poster  contest,  and 
follow-up  activities  in  the  home. 

Many  of  the  activities  are  quite  visual  and  offer  good  photographic 
possibilities.   The  following  are  examples:

On  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  March  23,  24  and  25,  mouth 
cultures  taken  previously  from  the  students  will  be  studied  to  show 
how  bacteria  grows. 

At  selected  times  during  the  week  of  April  5,  proper  burshing 
demons tat ions  by  staff  members  from  the  North-East  Medical  Services 
and  Dental  Schools,  will  be  held. 

Thursday,  April  29.  9  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  at  the  North-East  Health 
Center,  1490  Mason  Street  -  Each  class  of  the  Chinese  Education  Center 
will  go  to  the  Health  Center  and  will  participate  in  a  "brush-in"  to 
make  sure  the  proper  techniques  are  being  used. 

Friday,  May  14.  at  10  a.m.  a  poster- judging  activity  will  take  place 
at  the  Center.  The  students'  attempts  to  depict  good  dental  health 
practices  in  their  artwork  will  be  evaluated. 

This  activity  could  make  a  relevant  news-feature  illustrating  how  the 
public  schools  work  closely  with  parents,  students,  and  community  health 
agencies  in  efforts  to  help  new  arrivals  to  this  area  lead  productive 
and  healthy  lives. 

In  this  instance,  the  School  District,  the  Public  Health  Department, 
the  North-East  Health  Center,  the  North-East  Medical  Services,  and  the 
Square  and  Circle  Club  (a  women's  service  organization  in  Chinatown)  are 
cooperating  to  make  this  project  successful.

TRAVELING  ON! 


Raphael  Weill  Elementary  School's  Bicentennial  Moral  will  move  to 
Washington,  D.C.  on  Tuesday,  March  30,  1976  to  be  part  of  the  National 
Bicentennial  Display  in  the  Great  Hall  of  Commerce  through  September  1976, 
to  honor  the  country's  200th  birthday. 

Some  500  students  participated  in  the  making  of  the  8'  x  20'  three 
dimensional  creation  of  baker's  clay  and  wood  relief  on  a  rainbow  painted 
background . 

The  multi-media  art  project  depicts  the  lives  and  neighborhoods  of 
the  students  and  honors  the  patriotism  and  humanitarianism  of  the  school's 
namesake,  French-born,  Raphael  Weill. 

It  was  sponsored  by  the  multi-cultural  component  of  ESAA  (Emergency 
School  Aid  Act),  a  federal  program  providing  financial  aid  to  school 
districts  during  desegregation. 

Many  community  and  business  organizations  assisted  the  children  and 
staff  in  realizing  their  objectives  of  pride  and  multi-cultural  sharing 
by  contributing  the  plywood,  100  lbs  of  flour  and  25  lbs  of  salt  needed 
for  the  bakers'  clay  sculpture.  After  18  three  hour  workshops  the  children 
had  created  over  700  individual  pieces  for  the  mural  which  were  arranged 
on  the  plywood,  glued,  and  then  verathaned. 

The  trek  of  the  San  Francisco  school's  first  traveling  mural  began 
in  June,  1975  when  it  was  exhibited  in  the  Rotunda  of  San  Francisco's 
City  Hall.  From  there  it  toured  various  locations  from  the  State  and

Federal  buildings,  the  International  Branch  of  Bank  of  America,  to  a  month 
long  showing  in  the  California  State  Capitol  in  Sacramento.  In  November, 
the  mural  toured  Los  Angeles  schools  and  was  shown  in  the  State  Building 
there . 

The  students  are  hoping  their  mural  will  be  shown  in  Washington, 
D.C.  during  the  Bicentennial  Visit  of  Giscard  D'Estaing,  President  of 
France, in  May,  1976. 

From  its  origin  in  April  of  1975,  the  Raphael  Weill  Traveling  Moral 
has  served  as  a  good  will  ambassador  from  the  students  in  San  Francisco's 
public  schools.

The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  has  approved  a  recommendation  by  Superintendent 
Robert  F.  Alioto  for  an  expanded  1976  summer  school  program.  A  basic  summer  school  pro- 
gram will  be  operated  in  some  35  schools,  including  25  elementary,  seven  junior  high,  and 
three  senior  high  schools,  as  well  as  special  programs  at  a  number  of  different  sites. 

A  basic  core  program  will  be  offered  at  each  elementary  school  and  will  include 
reading,  writing,  oral  language  skills,  and  mathematics.  In  addition,  an  elective  subject 
will  be  teacher-developed  and  will  constitute  approximately  two  hours  of  the  school  day. 

The  junior  and  senior  high  schools  will  offer  the  basic  academic  subjects  and  will 
also  feature  teacher- initiated  courses,  broadening  the  educational  offerings  students  may 
take.  The  over-all  programs  will  provide  for  enrichment  as  well  as  remedial  offerings  for 
students.  The  junior  high  schools  will  again  offer  an  educational  magnet  at  each  site 
for  which  students  with  specialized  interests  may  enroll. 

Provisions  will  be  made  for  limited  and  non-English  speaking  students  to  take  classes 
in  elementary,  junior  high,  and  senior  high  schools  at  selected  sites  to  be  announced. 

Principals,  teachers,  and  parents  of  public  and  non- public  school  students  are  en- 
couraged to  have  their  students  take  advantage  of  the  1976  expanded  summer  school  oppor- 
tunities being  made  available  this  summer.   Schools,  through  their  PTA's,  community  bulle- 
tins, and  take-home  announcements,  have  been  asked  to  publicize  the  summer  school  program. 

Student  applications  and  special  brochures  listing  core  subjects  and  electives  will 
be  available  at  school  sites  in  the  near  future.   Parents  of  non-public  school  students 
may  secure  applications  and  related  information  at  neighborhood  public  schools  or  in  the 
elementary  and  secondary  division  offices  at  135  Van  Ness  Avenue.

For  the  56th  consecutive  year,  San  Francisco's  public  schools  will  open 
their  doors  to  visitors  in  celebration  of  Public  Schools  Week,  April  26 
through  30.  The  theme  this  year  is  "Public  Schools  -  Our  Future." 

The  observance  was  kicked-off  with  the  signing  of  a  proclamation  by 
Mayor  George  R.  Mbscone,  calling  Public  Schools  Week  to  the  attention  of  the 
City  and  inviting  all  citizens  to  take  part  in  the  celebration. 

The  week  will  commence  with  the  annual  Song  Fest  Program  in  the  rotunda 
of  City  Hall  at  12  noon,  April  26.  Student  choirs  from  Commodore  Sloat  and 
Washington  Irving  Elementary  Schools,  Portola  Junior  High  and  J  Eugene  JfcAteer 
High  Schools  will  perform. 

School  site  activities  during  the  week  will  include  classroom  visits, 
evening  open  house,  ethnic  festivals,  drama  productions,  and  student  displays 
and  exhibits.

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Dr.  Robert  F.  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  Kevin  Starr,  City. 
Librarian, announced  today  a  jointly  sponsored  contingency  plan  to  assist  senior 
high  school  students  who  have  been  unable  to  get  to  school  because  of  the  city 
strike. 

The  plan  will  go  into  effect  Monday,  April  26,  1976  and  will  set  up 
public  school  educational  centers  in  some  eight  public  libraries  throughout 
the  city.   Hours  will  be  9  a.m.  to  3  p.m. 

High  school  students  who  have  been  unable  to  get  to  school  because  they 
rely  on  the  Municipal  Railway  Company  for  transportation  will  be  able  to  go  to 
one  of  the  libraries  and  receive  school  assignments,  research  projects,  tutoring 
help,  make  up  work,  and  do  independent  study. 

Each  library  will  be  staffed  by  one  senior  high  school  administrator,  and 
three  senior  high  school  teachers  in  the  subject  areas  of  English,  mathematics, 
and  social  studies.

"Move-up  Days"  in  the  San  Francisco  public  schools  designed  to  orient 
students  who  will  be  going  to  new  schools  in  September  1976  will  be  conducted 
throughout  the  school  district  during  late  April,  May  and  June,  according  to 
Dr.  Robert  F.  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  move-up  experiences  have  been  planned  for  children  going  from  primary 
schools  (K  to  3rd  grade)  to  intermediate  schools  (4-th  to  6th  grade),  from 
intermediate  schools  to  junior  high  schools  (7th  to  9th  grades),  and  from 
junior  high  schools  to  senior  high  schools  (10th  to  12th  grades). 

The  incoming  students  who  will  change  their  schools  in  September  1976  will 
be  welcomed  this  spring  in  informal  orientation  sessions  and  will  have  visits 
with  teachers,  counselors,  and  administrators. 

The  move-up  program  began  in  1971  when  the  school  district  initiated  the 
elementary  school  desegregation  plan.   It  was  designed  to  help  ease  tension  and 
lessen  apprehension  about  moving  into  new  neighborhoods,  and  it  aided  parents 
in  developing  familiarity  with  the  new  school  assignments. 

The  program  has  since  expanded  into  junior  and  senior  high  schools  as  the 
school  district  moved  into  the  voluntary  secondary  school  integration  plan. 

The  over-all  program  is  supported  through  the  federally  funded  Emergency 
School  Aid  Act  which  aids  school  districts  in  desegregation  efforts.   Costs 
include  the  mailing  of  invitations  to  parents  and  transportation  to  and  from 
the  schools  to  be  visited.

STATEMENT  BY  DR.  ROBERT  F.  ALIOTO 

SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  absentee  rate  of  the  San  Francisco  junior  and  senior  high  schools  has  not 
declined.  Approximately  10,000  students  have  been  absent  for  the  past  four  weeks. 
The  loss  of  instruction  for  these  students  has  been  extensive.  We  now  have  only  six 
(6)  weeks  left  in  the  school  year,  and  there  may  not  be  sufficient  time  for  these 
youngsters  to  accomplish  all  of  the  work  which  they  have  missed. 

While  we  do  not  want  to  be  punitive  for  a  condition  for  which  the  students  are 
not  responsible,  we  cannot  continue  to  accept  the  lack  of  transportation  as  an  excuse 
for  missing  school.  Some  students  are  deluding  themselves  into  believing  that  they  can 
complete  their  academic  work  this  year  without  attending  school.  I  think  with  proper 
motivation  and  with  enough  alternatives,  there  is  no  acceptable  excuse  for  any  contin- 
ued absence.  Therefore,  effective  Wednesday,  May  5,  1976,  the  secondary  students  have 
the  following  options: 

1)  To  develop  a  cooperative  car  pooling  arrangement  and  attend  their 
regularly  assigned  school;  or 

2)  To  attend  a  junior  or  senior  high  school  at  the  students1  assigned 
grade  level  to  which  they  can  reasonably  walk;  or 

3)  To  attend  one  of  the  eight  branch  libraries  that  are  being  staffed  by 
school  personnel  for  individualized  and  seminar  instruction  purposes. 

Any  student  who  fails  to  take  advantage  of  one  of  the  above  three  (3)  options  and 
continues  to  be  absent  will  not  pass  his  or  her  courses  for  this  school  year  and  will  be 
required  to  make  up  the  lost  work.  The  summer  school  program  will  be  available  for  this 
purpose. 

Secondary  school  principals  are  in  the  process  of  notifying  parents  of  all  students 
who  have  not  been  attending  school  so  that  they  are  aware  of  the  above  options.

The  1976-77  school  year  public  school  assignments  have  been  completed

District. 

Letters  concerning  students  entering  the  7th  grade  (junior  high  schools) 
and  the  10th  grade  (senior  high  schools)  were  mailed  on  April  30,  1976. 
Letters  for  students  entering  the  4-th  grade  (Intermediate  schools)  will  be 
mailed  on  May  12,  1976.  Such  assignments  will  be  effective  in  September, 
1976. 

Children  enrolled  in  special  programs  such  as  bilingual,  gifted,  or 
special  education  may  receive  up-dated  assignments  later  in  the  summer 
prior  to  the  opening  of  school. 

The  integration  plans  provide  for  Attendance  Permits  to  be  issued 
to  students  to  attend  schools  other  than  the  one  assigned  for  valid 
reasons  such  as  physical  and/or  mental  health,  selected  course  offerings, 
safety  and  welfare,  and  improving  racial  balance. 

An  application  for  a  permit  may  be  obtained  at  the  school  site  and 
submitted  to  the  Integration  Department,  135  Van  Ness  Avenue,  Room  31 
from  now* to  June  1,  1976  for  secondary  students,  and  from  May  12  to 
June  8  for  elementary  students.

Applications  for  a  permit  will  be  considered  for  approval  in  terms 
of  the  racial-ethnic  balance  of  both  the  sending  and  receiving  schools, 
school  capacities,  and  the  student's  individual  needs.   The  permit 
applications  will  be  subject  to  review  by  the  Integration  Department, 
Division  Offices,  and  school  administrator.  The  final  decision  will  be 
made  by  the  Integration  Department.  Attendance  Permits  will  not  be 
processed  until  after  June  1,  1976. 

Students  who  are  to  be  enrolled  for  the  first  time  into  San  Francisco 
public  schools  in  September  1976,  should  fill  out  new  enrollment  forms  whicl:

The  Tuberculin  Skin 
Test  (Mantoux)  is  also  required.  Exemptions  are  granted  based  on  religious 
beliefs  and/or  a  doctor's  certificate.

SCHOOL  DISTRICT  TO  ASSUME  ITS  OWN 
PURCHASING  AND  PAYING  FUNCTIONS 

Commencing  July  1,  1976  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  will 
assume  total  responsibility  for  conducting  its  own  purchasing  and  paying  of 
suppliers  directly  for  items  and  services  which  it  purchases.   This  transfers 
purchasing  functions  from  the  City  Purchasing  Department  to  the  School  District. 

Though  current  purchases  now  in  process  will  continue  to  be  made  by 
the  City  Purchasing  Department,  after  July  1  the  School  District  will  no 
longer  utilize  these  services. 

This  change  was  accomplished  when  Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto 
presented  a  "Purchasing  Feasiblity  Study"  to  the  Board  of  Education  which 
was  adopted  on  April  27,  1976. 

The  plan  is  designed  to  establish  a  purchasing  system  which  will  be 
responsive  to  school  needs  and  speed  up  payments  to  suppliers. 

The  San  Francisco  Public  Schools  Study  Commission  in  the  fall  of  1975 
recommended  separation  from  City  Purchasing,  indicating  that  such  action 
would  result  in  cost  savings  and  improved  services  to  schools,  with  the 
centralization  and  establishment  of  clear  managerial  responsibilities  within 
a  single  Department.

A  preliminary  report  to  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  by  Coopers  &  Lybrand, 
the  firm  conducting  the  school  district  audit,  has  revealed  that  the  district's  account- 
ing systems  have  basic  control  weaknesses  which  make  it  currently  inadvisable  to  rely  on 
the  unaudited  accounts  as  accurate  reflections  of  authorized  transactions. 

The  report  is  based  on  an  initial  survey  of  the  district's  accounting  functions 
involving  the  areas  of  payroll,  appropriations,  and  electronic  data  processing  in  prepara- 
tion for  conducting  the  audit  which  was  initiated  upon  the  request  of  the  school  district. 

J.  Anton  Jungherr,  Deputy  Superintendent  of  Schools,  indicated  that  the  audit  is 
part  of  the  district's  plan  to  bring  fiscal  credibility  to  its  financial  operations  by 
initiating  the  kinds  of  controls  and  financial  reporting  which  have  been  lacking  in  the 
past.  The  audit  was  asked  for  from  a  nationally  renowned  firm  by  the  school  district. 

The  preliminary  report  points  out  that  it  would  be  very  expensive  and  time  consuming 
to  prepare  reliable  quarterly  financial  statements  directly  from  the  accounts  as  they  are 
currently  maintained.  It  cautions,  therefore,  that  the  Board  of  Education  should  not 
expect  to  receive  complete,  timely,  reliable  financial  statements  until  the  systems  and 
controls  are  improved. 

It  goes  on  to  include  a  series  of  recommendations  on  the  improvement  of  district 
control  of  its  financial  functions  and  the  development  of  accurate  and  meaningful  interim 
financial  statements  to  aid  in  better  planning  and  control  of  fiscal  operations.  It 
further  suggests  improved  use  of  people  resources  by  eliminating  or  streamlining  certain 
work  tasks. 

The  report  points  out  that  the  deficiencies  to  which  it  addresses  itself  are  appar- 
ently of  long  standing  and  do  not  imply  criticism  of  any  present  member  of  the  school 
district  staff.  It  points  out  that  it  does  not  imply  that  the  present  system  has  or  has  not 
been  abused  as  the  examination  being  conducted  is  not  designed  to  reach  an  opinion  on 
that  point.

SAN  FRANCISCO  UNIFIED  SCHOOL  DISTRICT'S  FIRST 
MINORITY  VENDORS  WORKSHOP  HUGE  SUCCESS 


Some  twenty-eight  minority  businessmen  attended  the  SFUSD's  first 
workshop  held  recently  for  minority  vendors  interested  in  doing  business  with 
the  schools . 

The  purpose  of  the  workshop  was  to  acquaint  local  and  Bay  Area  vendors 
of  supplies  and  equipment  with  the  supply  and  equipment  needs  of  the  district, 
with  the  district's  purchasing  methods  and  with  how  to  submit  bids  to  meet 
these  needs. 

The  school  district  separated  its  purchasing  functions  from  the  City 
Hall  Purchasing  Department  on  April  27.  With  the  implementation  of  the 
district's  affirmative  action  policy  in  hiring  and  with  minority  building 
construction  contracts,  it  was  felt  that  the  district  should  expand  its 
business  with  minority  vendors  in  the  broad  area  of  purchase. 

Edgar  Lahl,  Supervisor  of  the  Division  of  Supplies,  coordinated  the 
workshop  and  opened  the  session  with  an  overview  of  the  district's  new 
policy.  He  also  explained  the  effects  of  now  following  purchasing  guidelines 
set  by  the  state  Education  Code  rather  than  the  city  charter,  and  he 
explained  how  to  bid  on  large  contracts. 

Junius  Camp,  Supervisor  of  Community  Relations,  explained  the  district's 
affirmative  action  policy,  and  Milton  Reiterman,  Associate  Superintendent, 
Office  of  Management  Services,  spoke  on  the  need  for  more  minority  partici- 
pation in  district  contracts.

Helen  Garden  of  the  Supply  Division  followed  up  with  a  detailed 
explanation  of  actual  purchasing  procedures  and  billing. 

She  explained  that  the  new  revolving  fund  purchasing  policy  which 
allows  school  principals  and  department  heads  to  make  low  dollar  amount 
purchases  at  the  site  location  will  be  of  overall  benefit  to  the 
procurement  process. 

Samples  of  the  forms  used  by  the  district  were  passed  out  to  the 
participants . 

According  to  Mr.  Lahl,  the  district's  new  purchasing  policy  will  be 
responsive  to  school  needs  and  speed  up  payments  to  suppliers. 

"The  good  turn  out  for  the  district's  first  workshop  of  this  kind," 
he  added,  "indicates  that  minority  vendors  wish  to  acquaint  themselves 
with  this  new  market.  We  certainly  will  be  sponsoring  more  workshops  of 
this  kind  in  the  near  future."

Some  26  San  Francisco  public  elementary  schools  will  offer  a  six  week 
summer  school  program  this  year  from  July  1  through  August  13,  1976. 

Students  from  public  and  private  schools  may  enroll  in  the  program 
which  will  feature  a  core  program  and  teacher-developed  electives. 

The  core  program  includes  language  arts  (reading,  writing,  listening, 
and  speaking),  arithmetic,  and  physical  education  which  will  be  offered  to 
all  students. 

The  language  arts  and  arithmetic  core  programs  will  provide  instruction 
to  meet  individual  needs  of  the  students. 

The  complete  core  program  will  take  approximately  two  of  the  four 
hours  of  the  school  day.  The  remaining  period  of  time  will  be  devoted  to 
electives.  The  school  day  is  8;25  a.m.  to  12:4-0  p.m. 

Electives  will  be  offered  to  all  students  and  have  been  developed  by 
interested  teachers  covering  a  wide  range  of  educational  experiences. 

Elective  offerings  will  vary  from  school  to  school,  but  will  fall  into 
five  general  categories:  language  arts  enrichment,  science  and  health,  crea- 
tive arts,  social  sciences,  and  creative  mathematics. 

The  progrem  is  offered  to  all  students  who  presently  reside  in  San 
Francisco  and  are  enrolled  in  kindergarten  through  sixth  grade.  This 
included  students  from  both  public  and  private  schools. 

Students  currently  enrolled  in  grade  six  have  the  option  of  attending

the  elementary  or  junior  high  school  summer  program.  Any  child  who  has 
attained  the  age  of  five  on  or  before  July  1,  1976  is  eligible  to  attend 
the  summer  program.

Children  from  families  whose  income  is  at  or  below  the  levels  shown  are  eligible  for 
free  meals  and  milk  or  reduced-price  meals.  In  addition,  families  not  meeting  these 
criteria  but  with  other  unusual  expenses  due  to  unusually  high  medical  expenses, 
shelter  cost  in  excess  of  JO  percent  of  income,  special  education  expenses  due  to 
the  mental  or  physical  condition  of  a  child,  and  disaster  or  casualty  losses  are 
urged  to  apply. 

Application  forms  are  being  sent  to  all  homes  in  a  letter  to  parents.  Additional 
copies  are  available  at  the  principal's  office  in  each  school.  The  information 
provided  on  the  application  is  confidential  and  will  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of 
determining  eligibility.  Applications  may  be  submitted  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

In  certain  cases  foster  children  are  also  eligible  for  these  benefits.  If  a  family 
has  foster  children  living  with  them  and  wishes  to  apply  for  such  meals  and  milk  for 
them,  it  should  contact  the  school. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  policy,  Richard  H.  Farrar,  Director  of  Food  Services^will 
review  applications  and  determine  eligibility.  If  a  parent  is  dissatisfied  with  the 
ruling  of  the  official,  he  may  wish  to  discuss  the  decision  with  the  determining 
official  on  an  informal  basis.   If  he  wishes  to  make  a  formal  appeal,  he  may  make  a 
request  either  orally  or  in  writing  to  Rev.  Lewis  T.  Allen,  Community  Relations  Field 
Representative,  625  Holloway  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  California  94H2,  (415)  584-1806 
for  a  hearing  to  appeal  the  decision.  The  policy  contains  an  outline  of  the  hearing 
procedure. 

If  a  family  member  becomes  unemployed  or  if  family  size  changes,  the  family  should 
contact  the  school  to  file  a  new  application.  Such  changes  may  make  the  children 
of  the  family  eligible  for  reduced-price  meals  or  for  additional  benefits  such  as 
free  meals  and  milk  if  the  family  income  falls  at  or  below  the  levels  shown  above. 

In  the  operation  of  child  feeding  programs,  no  child  will  be  discriminated  against 
because  of  race,  sex,  color,  or  national  origin.

An  expanded  Citizens'  Advisory  Committee,  chaired  by  Richard  Behrendt,  Program

ATTEMPT  TO  SEEK  EXEMPTION  FOR 
HANDICAPPED  STUDENTS  FAILS  . . .

Dr.  Robert  F.  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  regrets  that  the 
attempt  to  exempt  the  severly  handicapped  youngsters  from  the  school  bus 
drivers'  strike  has  failed. 

"I  am  deeply  disappointed,"  said  Dr.  Alioto,  "that  we  were  unable  to 
secure  transportation  for  the  youngsters  who  need  it  the  most  -  the  handicapped." 

"An  appeal  was  made  to  both  Associated  Charter  Bus  Company  and  the 
United  Transportation  Union,  Local  #174-1,  to  donate  the  buses  and  the  services 
for  this  required  transportation."  Since  this  agreement  was  not  reached, 
Dr.  Alioto  reminds  parents  of  the  handicapped  to  form  car  pools  in  order  to 
get  the  children  to  their  regularly  assigned  schools. 

If  parents  are  unable  to  do  this,  they  are  asked  to  keep  the  children 
home  and  home  teachers  will  be  provided.  Parents  are  asked  to  contact  the 
principal  of  the  child's  regularly  assigned  school  to  make  these  arrangements 
for  home  instructors. 

Elementary  school  children  assigned  to  regular  elementary  schools  will 
be  able  to  attend  the  nearest  school  which  serves  the  same  grade  level  in 
which  they  are  enrolled.  If  a  school  of  the  same  grade  level  is  not  nearby, 
the  children  can  be  sent  to  the  nearest  elementary  school. 

Parents  are  asked  to  supply  the  students  with  written  information  including 

name,  address,  emergency  telephone  number,  grade,  school  to  which  assigned, 

parents'  name  and  instructions  to  be  followed  in  case  of  emergency. 

It  is  emphasized  that  the  above  measures  will  be  in  effect  only  as  long  as 
the  school  bus  drivers  strike  and  applies  only  to  the  elementary  school  children.

RESPONSE  TO  SUPERVISOR  KOPP'S  SUGGESTION 
SFUSD  UTILIZE  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  DURING 
SCHOOL  BUS  DRIVERS  STRIKE 

Dr.  Robsrt  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  has  responded  to  Supervisor 
Quentin  Kopp's  suggestion  that  the  School  District  utilize  the  Municipal  Railway 
for  transporting  children  during  the  school  bus  strike. 

In  a  letter,  dated  September  16,  Dr.  Alioto  said  that  the  School  District 
staff  will  consider  the  suggestion  and  will  meet  with  Municipal  Railway 
representatives.  However,  he  shared  these  facts: 

1)  The  emergency  attendance  plan  developed  and  implemented  by  the 
District  has  resulted  in  a  93%  attendance  rate,  which  is  higher  than 
normal.  Therefore,  the  plan  has  been  successful  for  most  students 
involved . 

2)  In  anticipation  of  a  possible  strike,  the  District  was  in  direct 
contact  with  Municipal  Railway  officials  during  the  summer  and  was 
told  at  that  time  that  Muni  could  not  provide  transportation  services 
to  the  public  school  system.   The  District  has  no  assurance  that  the 
members  of  the  Transport  Workers  Union  would  be  willing  to  provide 
drivers  for  this  purpose.   (Dr.  Alioto  provided  a  copy  of  a  MA.ILGRAM 
sent  to  him  by  the  Transport  Workers  Union,  Local  250  A  stating  their 
objections  to  the  request  to  use  Muni). 

3)  The  Municipal  Railway  does  not  have  the  appropriate  equipment  with 
all  of  'the  required  safety  devices  necessary  to  transport  handicapped 
children  which  is  the  District's  main  transportation  concern  at  this 
time . 


U)   The  Board  of  Education,  several  years  ago,  attempted  to  modify  the 
elementary  school  hours  for  later  starting  times  as  suggested  in 
Supervisor  Kopp's  letter.   Parents  objected  strenuously  because  the 
impact  on  their  daily  work  schedules  was  so  negative.   The  Board, 
therefore,  never  implemented  those  proposed  modified  changes 
in  school  hours. 
Dr.  Alioto  said  he  would  of  course  be  happy  to  meet  with  Supervisor 

Kopp  and  Curtis  Greene,  General  Onager  of  Municipal  Railway,  to  discuss  the 

suggestions  more  fully.

Teachers,  administrators,  students  and  parents  of  students  in  the 
San  Francisco  public  schools  are  urged  to  attend  special  displays  of  new 
reading  materials  which  are  up  for  adoption  in  the  school  district. 

In  conjunction  with  Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto's  Redesign  plan 
for  the  school  district,  as  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education,  the  District 
will  adopt  three  new  basic  reading  series  for  grades  1  through  8. 

These  new  reading  texts  will  provide  continuity  in  the  reading 
curriculum  for  San  Francisco  students  so  that  students  throughout  the 
system  will  be  studying  the  same  basic  texts.   Teachers  will  also  be  free 
to  supplement  these  basic  texts  with  individual  instruction. 

A  task  force  will  be  established  at  a  later  date  to  review  all  the 
evaluations  and  recommendations  received  in  order  to  present  recommendations 
to  the   Board  of  Education  for  final  adoption. 

According  to  Lee  Mahon,  Director  of  Academic  Support  Services,  it  is 
hoped  that  the  final  decision  will  be  one  of  consensus.

The  new  Sutro  School  complies  with  earthquake-safe  requirements  and 
is  located  on  12th  Avenue,  between  California  and  Clement  Streets  and  will 
be  ready  for  occupancy  in  January,  1977. 

Friday ,  October  15 ,  at  6  p.m. ,  the  former  and  present  Sutro  student 
body  will  be  joining  together  in  the  old  school  cafeteria.  So  far  there 
have  been  responses  to  the  invitation  from  a  1909  graduate,  Theo.  Upland, 
from  Irving  Breyer,  Counsel  for  the  S.F.  Community  College  District  and  from 
Marvin  Lewis,  former  San  Francisco  Supervisor  and  prominent  San  Francisco 
attorney.

SPECIAL  PROJECT  AWARD  FROM  H.E.W. 

SFUSD  has  received  a  direct  grant  award  of  $548,450.00  from  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  (HEW). 

This  Special  Projects  grant  is  to  provide  for  bilingual  education  only,  and  only 
at  the  elementary  level,  K  -  6. 

The  funds  cannot  be  used  for  any  purpose  other  than  bilingual  education,  Yvette 
del  Prado,  Assistant  Superintendent,  announced  after  meeting  with  Dr.  Mary  Byrd,  Director 
Federal/State  Funded  Programs,  Raymond  Del  Portillo,  Director  Bilingual  Education,  and  the 
Region  IX,  HEW  Program  Officer  on  Friday,  October  8,  1976. 

This  bilingual  education  award  is  the  result  of  the  District's  efforts,  begun  in 
March  1976,  to  secure  $1,144,903.00,  in  funds  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  minority 
group  children,  K  -  12,  who  are  from  environments  in  which  a  dominant  language  is  other 
than  English. 

Competition  for  the  ESAA  (Emergency  School  Assistance  Act)  funds  is  on  a  national 
basis  and  SFUSD  was  notified  in  June  that  grant  awards  were  made  to  the  30  top-ranking 
school  districts  and  all  available  funds  were  exhausted. 

Letters  were  written  to  the  President,  who  in  a  communication  dated  September  8 
offered  little  encouragement,  saying  HEW  no  longer  had  funds  available  to  allocate  to  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District.  However,  Ms.  del  Prado  and  the  District  staff  con- 
tinued to  work  for  funds. 

Dr.  Robert  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  indicated  great  satisfaction  that 
the  staff's  efforts  were  at  least  partially  successful  because  as  of  Monday,  October  4, 
the  SFUSD  received  notice  of  a  Special  Project  award  of  $548,450.00

STATE  TEST  SCORES  SHOW  SFUSD 
CONTINUES  UPWARD  TREND 


■■■■ 


Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  announces  that  on  November  11,  1976,  the 
State  Board  of  Education  received  the  1975-76  state-mandated  report  of  the 
California  Assessment  Program. 

The  California  Assessment  Program  (C.A.P.)  provides  broad  information  about 
student  achievement  comparing  groups  in  similar  districts  and  comparing  groups  to 
a  state  average.   It  does  not  provide  information  as  to  student  achievement  compared 
to  a  grade-level  norm.   It  is  designed  for  program  evaluation,  not  for  individual 
student  evaluation  or  diagnosis. 

Ten  tests  are  given  to  four  grade  levels  (2nd,  3rd,  6th,  and  12th)  in  four 
areas:  reading  (all  four  levels),  and  written  expression,  spelling  and  mathematics 
(grades  6  and  12  only). 

SFUSD' s  test  scores,  continuing  their  upward  trend,  improved  their  status 
compared  to  similar  districts  in  five  of  the  ten  categories:  12th  grade  reading, 
12th  grade  written  expression,  6th  grade  reading,  6th  grade  spelling  and  6th  grade 
mathematics.   In  five  areas,  SFUSD  did  better  than  75  per  cent  of  other  similar 
districts:  6th  grade  spelling  and  mathematics,  and  12th  grade  written  expression, 
spelling,  and  mathematics.  Additionally,  SFUSD' s  status,  compared  to  similar 
districts' ,  did  not  decline  in  any  of  the  categories  tested. 

Dr.  Alioto,  mindful  that  reading  scores  are  critical,  stated  that  the  District's 

instructional  priorities  are  the  teaching  of  reading  and  other  basic  skills.   In 

order  to  reach  these  objectives,  plans  using  the  C.A.P.  test  results  have  been 

formulated,  beginning  with  25  primary  school  principals,  to  develop  individual 
school  site  strategies.

SFUSD  FIRST  QUARTER  BUDGET  REVIEW 
FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1977  RELEASED.  |0&i5§1S!£$a.ht 

Deputy  Superintendent  Anton  Jungherr  released  the  First  Quarter  Review  for 
Fiscal  Year,  1977.   This  process,  begun  last  year,  provides  timely  and  accurate 
fiscal  information  to  the  Superintendent  and  the  Board  of  Education  to  help  frame 
policies  and  develop  directions  for  the  District's  fiscal  planning  efforts  by 
reviewing  the  estimated  status  of  all  school  funds  and  to  project  balances  as 
of  June  30,  1977. 

The  first  Quarter  Budget  Review,  based  on  three  months  experience,  indicates 
a  possible  $119,000  deficit  in  the  non-restricted  portion  of  the  General  Fund.   This 
is  primarily  attributable  to  the  4-0  certificated  positions  now  over  the  budget. 

The  issue  of  Paraprofessional  salaries  in  lieu  of  fringe  benefits  is  unresolved 
as  $510,24.2  is  in  the  General  Fund  Reserve  for  legal  fees  in  the  Dunn  Case. 

Funds  to  restore  salary  increments  to  certificated  staff  as  requested  by 
the  Board  of  Education  do  not  appear  available. 

There  is  a  projected  balance  of  $1,000,000  in  the  Children's  Centers  Fund 
because  twenty-one  positions  were  not  transferred  from  the  General  Fund  as  expected 
and  a  number  of  full  and  part-time  teacher  positions  remain  unfilled.   These 
positions  are  vacant  because  of  the  lack  of  facilities  to  house  the  number 
of  children  provided  for  in  the  budget.   It  should  be  noted  that  monies  received 
for  the  operation  of  Children's  Centers  are  restricted  to  their  operation  and 
cannot  be  transferred  to  any  other  fund. 

The  Mid-Year  Budget  Review,  due  at  the  end  of  January  1977,  will  examine  in 
greater  detail  the  fiscal  status  of  the  District.

Bill  of  Rights 

Congress  of  the  United  States 

begun  and  held  at  the  City  of  New  York,  on  Wednesday,  the 
fourth  of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine 


THE  Conventions  of  a  number  of  the  States  having,  at  the  time  of  their  adopting  the  Constitution,  expressed  a  desire,  in  order  to 
prevent  misconstruction  or  abuse  of  its  powers,  that  further  declaratory  and  restrictive  clauses  should  be  added:  And  as  extending 
the  ground  of  public  confidence  in  the  Government,  will  best  insure  the  beneficent  ends  of  its  institution:  RESOLVED,  by  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  two-thirds  of  both  Houses  concurring.  That 
the  following  articles  be  proposed  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States,  as  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States; 
all,  or  any  of  which  articles,  when  ratified  by  three-fourths  of  the  said  Legislatures,  to  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part 
of  the  said  Constitution,  viz:  ARTICLES  in  addition  to,  and  amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
proposed  by  Congress,  and  ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  several  States,  pursuant  to  the  fifth  article  of  the  original  Constitution.

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Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  presented  a  plan  for  a  reorganization  of  the 
District's  central  administrative  staff  to  the  Board  of  Education  at  its  regular 
7  p.m.  meeting  on  Tuesday,  January  11. 

Br.  Alioto  is  proposing  the  plan  as  a  logical  progression  from  the  reorganization 
which  he  initiated  some  two  years  ago  when  he  first  came  to  San  Francisco.   The 
Board  in  August  1975  adopted  this  organizational  structure  that  reduced  Central 
Office  administrative  costs  by  $323,000,  and  provided  for  the  reassignment  of 
selected  Central  Office  staff  for  more  effective  and  efficient  delivery  of  service. 

The  plan  will  save  the  Bistrict  $96,000  at  this  time  by  eliminating  the 
positions  of  Beputy  Superintendents  and  utilizing  existing  staff  to  fill  vacancies 
due  to  retirements  and  resignations.   It  will  bring  future  savings  by  re-classifying 
certain  titled  positions  to  a  lower  salary  level. 

"This  cost  conscious  goal  accompanies  the  need  to  improve  the  Bistrict' s 
learning  program  for  all  students,"  Br.  Alioto  said. 

The  proposed  plan  calls  for  an  Office  of  Instruction  to  oversee  the  Bistrict' s 
teaching  and  learning  activities  and  an  Office  of  Jfenagement  to  oversee  the 
Bistrict' s  business,  personnel  and  plant  maintenance  functions. 

Instruction  will  be  strengthened  by  bringing  services  closer  to  the  schools, 
developing  and  updating  curriculum  and  continuing  staff  development. 

The  area  concept,  in  which  the  City  is  divided  along  rough  geographical  lines 
into  four  areas  each  comprised  of  elementary,  junior  and  senior  high  schools, 
will  be  retained  with  administration  further  decentralized  to  improve  school 
site  accountability.

The  Board  of  Education  will  hold  a  special  meeting  on  Tuesday, 
February  1,  1977,  at  7  p.m.  at  170  Fell  Street,  Room  30,  to  discuss 
the  impact  of  the  Serrano/Priest  decision  on  the  SFUSD. 

Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  and  his  staff  will  review  the 
principles  in  the  Serrano  legislative  process  and  consider  recommen- 
dations for  the  District's  position. 

The  Serrano/Priest  decision,  a  landmark  ruling  on  school  finance, 
is  expected  to  have  a  very  significant  affect  on  San  Francisco.  San 
Francisco's  classification  as  a  "high  wealth"  district  is  deemed  to 
be  artificial  by  Dr.  Alioto,  who  has  pointed  out  the  assessed  value 
of  taxable  property  per  public  school  pupil  is  already  substantially 
higher  than  the  State  average. 

Dr.  Alioto  has  also  said  that  the  District  will  attempt  to  form 
a  broad  coalition  of  community  support  for  San  Francisco's  position.

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DEDICATION  OF  THE 
CHINESE  EDUCATION  CENTER 
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The  President  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District,  Dr.  Z.L.  Goosby,  Superintendent  of  Schools  Dr.  Robert  P. 
Alioto,  officials  of  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  and 
leaders  from  the  Chinese  Community  will  dedicate  the  Chinese  Education  Center 
at  657  Merchant  Street  on  Wednesday,  February  2,  1977,  at  10  a.m. 

This  facility  was  obtained  by  a  grant  deed  from  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare  to  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District. 
This  real  property  formerly  housed  a  police  station  for  the  armed  forces  and 
was  not  in  use.  After  remodeling,  the  facility  meets  an  important  community 
need  and  currently  houses  a  school  and  reception  center  for  newly  arrived 
Chinese  emigrees.  Here  the  children  are  given  intensive  instruction  in  the 
English  language  so  that  they  may  enter  neighborhood  schools  with  predicted 
success.  The  children  were  formerly  housed  in  a  leased  facility. 

The  cost  of  remodeling  this  facility  was  $84.0,000.00.  For  this  expenditure 
the  School  District  now  has  13,000  square  feet  of  usable  space.   The  space 
may  be  adapted  for  use  as  an  adult  education  center  and  a  community  service 
agency  at  a  later  date.  The  District  received  this  building  in  August,  1974, 
and  after  major  rehabilitation  moved  into  the  facilities  on  January  3,  1977. 

Francisco  J.  Centurion,  Architect;  Arntz  Brothers,  General  Contractors, 
and  the  city  Bureau  of  Architecture,  were  responsible  for  planning  and 
executing  the  construction. 

Mayor  George  Moscone  will  be  present  to  award  $1,000  from  the  Mayor's 
Youth  Fund  to  Superior  Judge  Harry  Low,  for  the  Education  Center  for  Chinese. 
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MEASLES  ALERT 

Because  of  a  measles  epidemic  in  southern  California  in  recent  years, 
the  SFUSD  is  cooperating  with  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public 
Health  to  set  up  an  Early  Warning  System  for  measles  (regular  or  7  day 
measles)  should  any  develop  in  local  school -age  children. 

State  law  requires  the  immunization  of  students  prior  to  entering  school, 
however,  the  Public  Health  Department  advises  it  is  of  little  use  to 
immunize  susceptible  contacts  in  homes  or  other  close-up  situations  unless 
the  immunization  can  be  given  no  more  than  U5   hours  after  exposure  to  the 
case  of  active  disease. 

As  school  nurses  are  not  in  schools  every  day,  school  principals  are 
being  asked  to  telephone  promptly  the  name  and  address  of  a  case  of  regular 
measles  in  a  student  to  Selma  Dritz,  M.D.,  San  Francisco,  Department  of 
Public  Health  at  558-404.6.

TEACHER  LAYOFFS 

At  a  Budget  and  Finance  Committee  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Education 
on  Tuesday,  February  1,  1977,  Superintendent  of  Schools  Robert  F.  Alioto 
said  that  it  was  his  intent,  based  on  preliminary  SFUSD  budget  projections, 
to  actively  seek  other  alternatives  rather  than  teacher  layoffs  to  balance 
the  District's  budget. 

State  law  mandates  that  the  legal  deadline  for  notifying  all 
certificated  employees,  other  than  principals,  of  possible  release 
from  positions  for  the  1977-78  school  year  is  March  15,  1977. 

Although  the  implications  of  the  Serrano/Priest  Decision,  declining 
school  enrollment  and  other  fiscal  constraints  are  grave,  the 
Superintendent  felt  that  there  are  other  alternatives  which  can  be 
explored  in  preparing  a  budget  with  declining  revenues. 

The  schedule  for  development  of  the  Fiscal  Year  1977  Budget  calls 
for  a  tentative  budget  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Education  by  May 
1,  1977.  After  the  Board  reviews  and  analyzes  this  tentative  budget, 
public  hearings  will  be  held  prior  to  May  2U ,  1977. 

The  legal  deadline  for  Board  approval  of  the  final  budget  is 
August  10,  1977.

We  have  had  an  effective  affirmative  action  policy 
which  was  instituted  by  the  Board  of  Education  more 
than  20  months  ago.

From  the  immediate  first  step  of  conserving  water 
and  energy  in  San  Francisco  Public  Schools,  the  District 
has  moved  to  the  second  phase  of  educating  students  in 
the  class  to  taking  the  message  home  -  "SAVE    WATER    AND    ENERGY" 

The  District  estimates  that  its  water  consumption  will 
be  cut  by  some  six  million  gallons  a  year  with  an  estimated 
savings  of  25  to  50  per  cent  of  the  20  to  22  million  gallons 
a  year  generally  used. 

A  water  and  energy  conservation  contest  has  been 
established  in  the  schools.   An  account  of  each  site's 
gas  and  electric  consumption  will  be  distributed  to  all 
principals.   The  elementary  and  secondary  school  demon- 
strating the  greatest  percentage  decrease  will  be  declared 
the  winner  with  a  prize  of  $250  to  each  winner  to  be  used 
as  the  school  wishes. 

Suggestions  and  ideas  are  being  shared.   For  example, 
students  at  one  school  have  produced,  with  Channel  5,  KPIX-TV, 
bilingual  public  service  announcements. 

Students  are  being  encouraged  to  take  ideas  from  the 
classroom  to  their  homes,  and  from  home  to  school, to  share. 

Every  educational  means  including  converting  water 
savings  charts  to  metrics  is  being  used  by  the  District  to 
engage  students  and  staff  in  this  critical  situation.

Dr.  Robert  F.  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  issued  a 
statement  this  morning  in  response  to  Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown's 
statements  concerning  the  San  Francisco  school  system  and  the 
Governor's  support  of  A.B.  65,  the  Greene  Bill,  Serrano  vs.  Priest 
School  Finance  Legislation. 

"The  real  issue  here  is  not  that  the  Greene  Bill  AB65  will 
take  money  away  from  the  San  Francisco  schools,"  Dr.  Alioto  said, 
"but  that  our  budget  staff  estimates,  if  enacted,  $10  to  $12  million 
will  be  taken  away  from  San  Francisco  tax  payers  over  a  five  year 
period." 

"Reforms  are  being  implemented  in  San  Francisco's  schools. 
Five  major  reforms  were  unanimously  passed  by  the  Board  of 
Education  on  Tuesday,  April  19,  1977.   The  District  has  moved 
toward  staff  reduction  without  layoffs  but  through  retirement 
incentive,  job  hiring  freeze  and  attrition." 

"Although  the  Greene  Bill  would  add  $2  million  for  San  Francisco 
schools,  San  Franciscans  will  see  their  tax  dollars  diverted  to  other 
school  systems  across  the  state." 

Dr.  Alioto  concluded,  "if  Governor  Brown  has  some  suggestions 
for  further  economy,  he  is  invited  to  send  a  task  force  to  work 
with  our  schools."

The  SFUSD  is  prepared  to  resume  negotiations  with  the 
AFT  on  Wednesday,  May  25  at  3  p.m.  The  SFUSD  has  not  broken 
off  negotiations. 

Mr.  Ballard  has  violated  his  agreement  with  us  made  both 
in  the  weekend  bargaining  session  and  publicly  at  a  joint  press 
conference:   that  the  union's  bargaining  team  would  consist  of 
5  teachers  on  release  time  (paid  for  by  SFUSD)  plus  himself 
and  1  staff  person.

The  SFUSD  has  submitted  a  counter  proposal  to  the  San  Francisco 
Federation  of  Teachers  (AFT),  Fred  Leonard,  the  district's  Chief  Negotiator, 
announced  today. 

"This  substantive  proposal  contains  a  $500.00  annual  increase  across 
the  board  for  all  teachers,  a  sabbatical  leave  policy,  a  defined  grievance 
procedure  which  encourages  prompt  and  confidential  resolution  of  problems, 
protection  as  related  to  teacher  personnel  files  and  establishes  professional 
responsibilities  with  a  fair  and  objective  evaluation  process." 

"Provisions  for  a  longer  work  year  -  190  days  -  and  a  wor":  day 
of  8  hours  are  also  included." 

"The  maintenance  of  the  present  program  of  class  size  goals  at  the 
current  levels  is  proposed  to  continue." 

"The  proposed  contract  maintains  the  current  fringe  benefits  which 
consists  of  a  total  expenditure  of  #3,773,000." 

"This  proposal,  submitted  in  good  faith,  as  a  result  of  many  hours 
of  negotiations,  was  presented  to  the  AFT  on  Friday,  June  3, at  1  p.m." 

"There  has  been  no  response  from  the  union  to  the  district's  offer," 
Mr.  Leonard  concluded. 
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Dr.  Robert  F.  Alioto,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  recently  said  that  the 
resolution  of  the  Serrano  vs.  Priest  dilemma  will  be  better  accomplished  through 
an  increase  in  the  state's  contribution  to  education,  thereby  shifting  educational 
funding  from  the  local  property  tax  to  the  state  income  tax. 

Dr.  Alioto  spoke  at  a  recent  meeting  in  Sacramento  of  the  Big  Five  Asso- 
ciation of  Public  School  District  superintendents,  during  which  school  finance 
issues  in  the  resolution  of  the  Serrano  vs.  Priest  decision  were  discussed. 

Highlights  of  his  speech  follow: 

"Proposed  legislation  to  implement  the  Serrano  decision  has  focused  on 
the  equalization  of  tax  rates  and  per  pupil  expenditure  for  school  districts 
and  little  attention  is  given  to  the  practical  results  of  this  approach  as 
it  relates  to  the  original  intent  of  Serrano.  When  the  California  Supreme  Court 
first  struck  down  the  state's  system  of  financing  schools,  it  was  hailed  as 
helping  the  poor,  the  idea  being  that  a  child  in  Baldwin  Park  would  have  the 
same  educational  opportunity  as  a  child  in  Beverly  Hills. 

"But,  since  wealth  has  been  defined  in  terms  of  assessed  value  of  taxable 
property  per  number  of  students  attending  the  public  schools,  the  end  result 
will  be  that  Serrano  will  become  a  device  for  taking  money  from  low-income 
minority  city  schools  and  giving  it  to  schools  in  white  middle  class  suburbs. 

"Studies  show  that  69$  of  poverty  level  children  attend  schools  in 
average  or  above  average  wealth  districts,  70$  of  California  Black  students 
and  51$  of  the  Mexican-American  students  live  in  average  or  above  average 
wealth  school  districts.  Moreover,  35$  of  the  state's  minority  students  are 
concentrated  in  the  five  largest  school  districts,  all  of  which  are  average  or 


-  over  - 


above  average  wealth.   Thus,  in  approaching  the  equity  issue  from  the  point 
of  trying  to  equalize  wealth  from  districts  with  a  rich  tax  source  to  those 
with  poorer  tax  sources,  the  Legislature  is  confronted  with  the  problem  of, 
in  reality,  taking  money  from  districts  serving  urban  populations  to  provide 
tax  relief  in  districts  with  wealthy  populations  with  high  school  tax  rates. 

"Perhaps  then  it  would  be  more  accurate  to  identify  the  Serrano-Priest 
decision  as  a  tax  decision,  rather  than  an  equal  educational  opportunity  decision, 
because  the  decision  does  not  take  into  account  the  needs  of  students,  except 
as  to  how  quality  education  relates  to  financing  in  a  basic,  theoretical  context. 

"The  resolution  of  the  Serrano  dilemma  will  be  better  accomplished  through 
an  increase  in  the  state's  contribution  to  education,  thereby  shifting  educational 


funding  from  the  local  property  tax  to  the  state  income  tax.  Already  it  is 
necessary  to  provide  fiscal  supplements  to  urban  districts.  Any  gimmick  to 
shift  dollars  without  an  understanding  of  educational  impact  of  such  a  shift 
will  prove  devastating  to  the  large  urban  schools.  To  that  end,  I  would  urge 
a  redefinition  of  wealth  that  reflects  the  special  needs  of  the  student 
population  and  an  income  indexing  to  reflect  the  taxpayers'  ability  to  support 
the  schools." 
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Dr.  Z.L.  Goosby,  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  SFUSD, 
announced  today  that  the  Board  has  directed  Fred  Leonard,  the 
district's  Chief  Negotiator,  to  seek  mediation  services  to  aid  in 
the  resolution  of  differences  between  the  district  and  the  S.F. 
Federation  of  Teachers. 

The  district  submitted  a  substantive  proposal  to  the  union  on 
Friday,  June  3  at  1  p.m.  The  Board  recognized  that  while  not  everything 
might  be  acceptable  to  the  union,  it  made  the  offer  in  good  faith.  The 
union  has  offered  no  counter  proposals  and  has  flatly  refused  to  respond 
to  this  proposal  which  is  now  on  the  table. 

In  a  sincere  effort  to  move  negotiations,  the  Board  has  made  the 
decision  to  declare  an  Impasse  and  to  request  assistance  from  the 
Educational  Employment  Relations  Board  (EERB)  for  mediation  services. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Board  that  both  sides,  aided  by  a  third 
party,  will  be  helped  to  achieve  an  early  and  amicable  agreement.

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PROPOSED  FISCAL  YEAR 

1978  FINAL  BUDGET  FOR  SFUSD 


The  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1978  Final  Budget  for  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  District's  General  Fund  reflects 
revenue  and  expenditure  changes  over  the  Publication  Budget  of 
July  29,  1977,  and  total  $137.8  million. 

Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  pointed  out  that  after 
adjustments  in  revenue  and  expenditure,  $2.6  million  for  program 
improvements  and  for  negotiations  with  certificated  personnel 
will  be  available  to  the  school  district. 

Since  the  state  legislative  resolution  of  the  Serrano 
school  finance  reform  is  pending,  and  with  the  negotiations 
continuing,  increases  in  salaries  have  not  been  included  in 
the  salary  accounts  for  professional  employees. 

At  the  conclusion  of  a  negotiated  agreement, and  the  final 
Serrano  school  finance  reform  decision,  the  Fiscal  Year  1978 
Budget  will  be  revised  to  its  final  form. 

The  total  school  tax  rate  for  Fiscal  Year  1978  is  now 
projected  to  decrease  by  40tf  per  $100  of  assessed  valuation 
as  compared  to  last  year's  tax  rate.

The  San  Francisco  County  School  Attendance  Review  Board  (SARB)  is  seeking 
representation  from  each  of  the  San  Francisco  Mental  Health  Catchment  Areas: 
Wests ide  (Fillmore,  Western  Addition,  Haight-Ashbury,  Marina,  Pacific  Heights, 
Inner  Richmond),  Northeast  (Chinatown-North"  Beach,  Telegraph  Hill,  Nob  Hill, 
South  of  Market,  Tenderloin),  Mission  (Inner  Mission,  Eureka  Valley,  Noe  Valley, 
Potrero  Hill,  Diamond  Heights),  Southeast  (Bayview-Hunters  Point,  Sunnydale,

EARTHQUAKE-PROOFED  AND  NEWLY 
RENOVATED  MISSION  HIGH  SCHOOL 
REOPENS 

Some  1,900  Mission  High  School  students  will  return  to  the  school's  earth- 
quake-proofed and  newly  renovated  site  at  3750  -  18th  Street,  San  Francisco, 
as  school  opens  on  Wednesday,  September  7,  1977. 

The  student  body  has  been  housed  at  the  old  Polytechnic  High  School  site, 
701  Frederick  Street,  for  the  last  three  years  while  their  original  50-year  old 
school  building  was  undergoing  extensive  reconstruction  to  meet  the  earthquake 
safety  standards  mandated  in  1967  by  the  California  State  Legislature. 

The  project  was  primarily  structural  in  nature.  Engineers  preserved  the  1,750- 
seat  auditorium,  braced  and  anchored  the  130  foot  tower,  introduced  a  new  earth- 
quake resistant  wall  system  and  saved  the  original  ornamentation  on  the  facade  by 
anchoring  over  1,000  pieces  of  dangerous  cast-stone.  The  redesign  also  incorpo- 
rated new  open-space  teaching  areas. 

The  facade  of  the  building  has  been  painted  to  highlight  its  Spanish  Mission 
Architectural  features  and  to  relate  it  to  nearby  Mission  Dolores  and  other 
neighborhood  buildings  of  similar  style. 

Shapiro,  Okino,  Horn  and  Associates,  Engineers,  San  Francisco,  have  received 
honor  awards  for  the  project  from  the  Consulting  Engineers  Association  of  California 
and  che  American  Consulting  Engineers  Council. 

The  school  will  operate  under  the  continued  leadership  of  Principal 
Theodore  Scourkes.

Children  from  families  whose  income  is  at  or  below  the  levels  shown  are  eligible  for 
free  meals  or  reduced  price  meals.  In  addition,  families  not  meeting  these  criteria  but 
with  other  unusual  expenses  due  to  unusually  high  medical  expenses,  shelter  costs  in 
excess  of  30  percent  of  income,  special  education  expenses  due  to  the  mental  or  physical 
condition  of  a  child,  and  disaster  or  casualty  losses  are  urged  to  apply. 

Application  forms  are  being  sent  to  all  homes  in  a  letter  to  parents.  Additional  copies 
are  available  at  the  principal's  office  in  each  school.  The  information  provided  on  the 
application  is  confidential  and  will  be  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  determining  eligi- 
bility. To  discourage  the  possibility  of  misrepresentation,  all  application  forms  will 
state  that  school  officials  may,  for  cause,  verify  that  the  furnished  information  is  true 
and  correct,  and  that  deliberate  misrepresentation  may  subject  the  applicant  to  prosecuti< 
under  state  and  federal  criminal  statutes.  Applications  may  be  submitted  at  any  time 
during  the  year. 

In  certain  cases  foster  children  are  also  eligible  for  these  benefits.  If  a  family  has 
foster  children  living  with  them  and  wishes  to  apply  for  such  meals  and  milk  for  them, 
the  family  should  contact  the  school. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  policy  Richard  H.  Farrar,  Director  of  Food  Services  will 
review  applications  and  determine  eligibility.  If  parents  are  dissatisfied  with  the 
ruling  of  the  official,  they  may  wish  to  discuss  the  decision  with  the  determining  officii 
on  an  informal  basis.  If  they  wish  to  make  a  formal  appeal,  they  may  make  a  request  eith 
orally  or  in  writing  to  Junius  Camp,  Supervisor,  Office  Of  Community  Relations,  135  Van 
Ness  Avenue,  Room  104,  San  Francisco,  California  94102,  (415)  565-9510  for  a  hearing  to 
appeal  the  decision.  The  policy  contains  an  outline  of  the  hearing  procedure. 

If  a  family  member  becomes  unemployed  or  if  family  size  changes,  the  family  should 
contact  the  school  to  file  a  new  application.  Such  changes  may  make  the  children  of 
the  family  eligible  for  reduced  price  meals  or  for  additional  benefits  such  as  free 
meals  and  milk  if  the  family  income  falls  at  or  below  the  levels  shown  above. 

In  the  operation  of  child  feeding  programs,  no  child  will  be  discriminated  against 
because  of  race,  sex,  color,  or  national  origin.

SCHOOLS  OPEN  - 
DRIVE  CAREFULLY 


As  San  Francisco's  schools  open  on  September  7,  1977,  many  young  children 
will  be  walking  or  riding  buses  to  and  from  their  classrooms.  Students,  parents, 
school  personnel  and  the  public  are  asked  to  drive  cautiously. 

Sometimes  youngsters  unfamiliar  with  routes  or  new  to  school  have  not 
absorbed  all  of  the  safety  rules  and  may  present  hazardous  situations. 

Drivers  are  reminded  that  when  a  school  bus  is  stopped  on  either  side  of 
the  street  with  flashing  red  lights,  automobiles  must  come  to  a  complete  stop. 
Children  will  be  crossing  the  street  to  or  from  the  school  bus. 

The  speed  limit  when  passing  school  grounds  while  children  are  outside 
or  while  children  are  crossing  a  street  to  or  from  school  is  25  m.p.h.  even 
though  the  road  is  posted  for  a  higher  speed.  Lower  speeds  must  be  obeyed 
if  posted. 

Be  alert  for  safety  patrols  and  crossing  guards.  Their  signals  and 
directions  legally  must  be  obeyed. 

The  school  advance  warning  sign  and  the  school -crossing  sign  are  to  alert 
the  motorists. 

Be  extra  alert  in  bad  weather.  Drive  slowly.  Fog,  drizzle  and  (hopefully) 
rain  makes  San  Francisco's  hilly  streets  slippery  -  cars  may  skid. 

And  remember  the  old  saying:  "A  rolling  ball  is  followed  by  a  running 
child."

PARENTS  OF  STUDENTS  RIGHTS

During  the  opening  week  of  schools,  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  will  notify  parents  in  waiting  of  the  rights  of  both 
parents  and  students  in  regard  to  student  records. 

Notification  in  four  languages  will  be  sent  home  with  students 
by  the  schools  advising  parents  what  kinds  of  records  are  maintained  on 
students,  and  the  right  of  parents  to  challenge  the  contents  of  records, 
to  remove  or  correct  any  information  deemed  to  be  inaccurate,  unsubstan- 
tiated or  in  violation  of  the  legal  rights  of  the  students  and  when 
the  District  is  authorized  to  permit  access  to  student  records  to 
anyone  without  written  parental  consent. 

Under  recently  revised  federal  and  state  law,  parents  have  a 
right  to  file  a  complaint  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  concerning  alleged  failure  by  the  School 
District  to  comply  with  the  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy 
Act  of  1974.

NEGOTIATIONS 


Negotiations  between  the  School  District  and  the  American  Federation 
of  Teachers  have  been  concluded  with  a  two-year  contract  effective  from 
July  1,  1977,  through  June  30,  1979. 

The  contract  calls  for  an  8%  salary  increase  beginning  July  1,  1977, 
and  the  restoration  of  teachers'  increments  to  be  effective  September  1,  1977. 
Total  cost  to  the  District  is  estimated  to  be  $8.8  million. 

A  strong  evaluation  procedure  with  provisions  for  a  written  evaluation 
of  teachers'  performances  is  called  for. 

Each  teacher  is  scheduled  to  be  evaluated  this  year  and  thereafter 
every  two  years  or  at  other  times  for  just  and  sufficient  reasons  where 
concerns  have  been  specified  in  the  narrative  statement  showing  both 
professional  strengths  and  weaknesses. 

A  teacher  reassignment  procedure  will  consider  racial  balance, 
the  teacher's  area  of  competence  and  educational  and  subject  needs  at  the 
school  site  in  addition  to  seniority. 

No  teacher  will  be  involuntarily  reassigned  two  consecutive  years 
without  his/her  consent. 

The  detailed  grievance  procedure  is  limited  to  provisions  of  the 
contract.  A  panel  of  arbitrators  will  be  selected  by  the  Union  and  the 
District  with  binding  arbitration  rights  limited  to  the  contract's  content. 


The  contract  also  specifies  that  the  length  of  the  work  year  for  teachers 
will  be  179  days  of  service,  based  on  a  work  week  of  seven  hours  per  day  and 
35  hours  per  week.  The  specific  schedule  for  the  work  day  will  be  set  by  the 
principal . 

A  no-strike,  no-lock-out  provision  will  provide  stability  for  the  District's 
instructional  program  for  the  duration  of  the  two-year  contract  which  is 
openable  on  the  issue  of  salaries  only  next  year. 

Sabbatical  leave  provisions  formerly  granted  solely  on  a  seniority  basis 
will  now  be  split  so  that  half  of  those  granted  will  be  based  on  the  District's 
need.  Under  this  provision,  teachers  will  be  granted  leave  for  retraining  in 
those  subject  areas  as  needed"  and  identified  by  the  District. 

Class  size  will  be  maintained  with  the  creation  of  a  school -site  committee 
composed  of  members  of  the  faculty  to  explore  possible  ways  to  rectify  any 
overcrowded  classes. 

Other  areas  covered  in  the  contract  include  two  prep  periods  per  week 
for  intermediate  teachers  and  monthly  meetings  with  management, administrators 
and  teachers  to  oversee  contract  provisions. 

Dr.  Z.L.  Goosby,  President  of  the  Board  of  Education,  stated  that 
"Through  the  integrity  of  the  negotiations  between  the  Union  and  the 
Board  of  Education  with  Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto,  as  facilitated 
by  Mayor  George  Moscone,  San  Francisco  was  saved  the  grief  of  a  bitter  and 
divisive  teachers'  strike.  Rapport,"  he  said,  "has  been  restored  between 
the  School  District  and  local  teachers." 
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Disposition  of  Surplus  Space 


The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District,  as  a  result  of  declining  enrollment 
and  the  merging  of  five  schools,  will  have  surplus  property  for  disposition,  lease 
or  rent  in  the  near  future. 

The  Surplus  Space  Advisory  Committee,  which  was  appointed  by  the  Board  of 
Education  in  May,  1977,  is  holding  public  hearings  to  elicit  ideas  and  proposals 
from  the  public  for  the  use  of  surplus  space. 

People  interested  in  rentals  should  be  prepared  to  state  the  amount  of  space 
the  groups  need,  the  program,  the  purpose,  the  clientele  served,  and  the  funding 
sources  which  interested  groups  will  use  to  pay  rent  and  insurance  premiums. 

Interested  individuals  and  groups  are  invited  to  present  a  concise  three 
minute  verbal  statement  pertaining  to  a  specific  site.  A  combination  of  two  or 
more  groups  may  present  a  ten  minute  report. 

Written  proposals  must  be  received  no  later  than  seven  days  after  the  hearing 
date.  The  recommendations  of  the  Committee  for  Surplus  Space  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  Board  of  Education.

The  recent  siqninq  into  law  of  Assembly  Bill  65,  the  school 
finance  reform  bill,  by  Governor  Edmund  G.  Brown,  Jr.,  was 
praised  by  Schools  Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  and  the 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  as  a  good  fiscal  compromise 
in  terms  of  the  Serrano  Priest  Court  Decision. 

The  superintendent  and  board  members  expressed  particular 
thanks  to  Speaker  of  the  House  Leo  McCarthy  and  other  legislators 
representing  San  Francisco  for  their  untiring  efforts  to  get  the 
bill  passed. 

Although  the  initial  legislative  proposals  to  resolve  the 
Serrano  Priest  Court  Decision  projected  as  much  as  a  $30  million 
loss  to  San  Francisco  schools  and  taxpayers,  the  bill,  as  finally 
passed,  will  not  hurt  San  Francisco  because  the  district  will 
receive  additional  state  monies  this  year  to  help  resolve  special 
urban  probl ems . 

"This  bill  makes  possible  the  continuation  of  many  district 
programs  serving  San  Francisco  youth  such  as  Early  Childhood 
Education  a'nd  developing  the  Master  Plan  for  Special  Education,"

San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  President  Dr.  Z.L.  Goosby  announced  today 
that  the  board  has  extended  Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto's  contract  for  two 
additional  years,  until  July  1,  1981.  Dr.  Alioto's  contract  would  have  expired  in 
1979. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Dr.  Goosby  pointed  out  that  this  is  the  first  time 
any  San  Francisco  Superintendent's  contract  has  been  renewed  in  the  past  decade. 

"It  is  our  belief,"  Dr.  Goosby  said,  "that  the  San  Francisco  public  schools 
need  administrative  continuity  and  stability,  and  in  Dr.  Alioto  we  have  found  a 
strong  educational  leader." 

He  added  that  Dr.  Alioto  has  been  able  to  capitalize  on  the  strengths  of  the 
school  district  that  have  existed  for  many  years,  and  that  in  building  on  those 
strengths,  he  has  been  able  to  make  progress  in  reforming  the  often  chaotic, 
bureaucratic  system. 

Dr.  Alioto  and  his  administrative  staff  have  been  nationally  recognized  in 
Newsweek  magazine,  September  12,  1977,  "City  Schools  in  Crisis,"  and  in  Educational

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VANDALISM  REDUCTION  PLANNING 

COMMITTEE  TO  DIRECT  ANTI-VANDALISM  CAMPAIGN 

A  coalition  of  local  groups,  including  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  and  the  Delinquency  Prevention  Commission,  announces  a  city-wide  educational 
campaign  to  eliminate  wide-spread  vandalism  in  local  schools  -  fires,  window  smashing 
and  other  forms  of  damage  estimated  to  cost  the  school  district  more  than  $600,000 
per  year. 

The  school  district  in  coordination  with  the  Delinquency  Prevention  Commis- 
sion will  pursue  the  appointment  of  a  Vandalism  Reduction  Planning  Committee  comprised 
of  students,  parents,  teachers  and  representatives  of  government  agencies  and  will 
direct  a  city-wide  education  campaign  utilizing  the  media  -  press,  radio  and  television. 
Cooperating  in  the  coalition  are  the  Second  District  P.T.A.,  the  Board  of  Education 
and  the  Council  for  Civic  Unity. 

Planning  has  been  in  progress  for  several  months.  Lucille  Abrahamson  of 
the  Board  of  Education  has  directed  discussions  with  Laura  Jane  Asselin,  Chairman 
of  the  Delinquency  Prevention  Commission.  Planning  began  when  the  Delinquency  Pre- 
vention Commission  first  offered  its  services  to  the  school  district  in  coordinating 
a  program  to  curb  school  vandalism.  After  a  continuing  study  by  the  Board  of 
Education,  the  latter  adopted  two  implementing  resolutions  authorizing  the  intended 
campaign.  These  resolutions  call  for  the  appointment  of  a  citizens  committee 
and  a  pilot  plan  which  will  return  to  each  school  funds  in  the  amount  saved  by 
the  students'  efforts  to  reduce  vandalism.  Pilot  schools  named  for  initiating 
the  project  are  George  Washington  High  and  Luther  Burbank  Junior  High. 

With  the  inauguration  of  the  new  programs,  measures  will  be  taken  to  record 

the  savings  in  individual  schools  by  reduced  vandalism.  Attention  of  the  school 
department  has  been  called  to  outstanding  results  achieved  in  several  schools 
through  close  cooperation  between  students,  parents  and  faculty.  The  participating 
groups  will  welcome  suggestions  from  students  and  parents  as  to  practical  measures 
that  can  be  taken  to  curb  vandalism.

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Schools  are  now  setting  up  the  process  for  election 
of  Advisory  Councils,  as  mandated  by  federal  and  state 
regulations  for  all  schools  participating  in  the  ESEA-1/S.B. 
90  Program. 

Elections  will  be  held  November  14  -  23,  1977.   The 
purpose  of  these  councils  is  to  involve  parents,  teachers 
and  community  representatives  in  the  planning,  implementation 
and  evaluation  of  their  comprehensive  programs. 

Public  schools  funded  in  the  fiscal  year  will  have  school 
site  advisory  councils  elected  by  the  last  week  of  November. 
After  these  school  site  elections,  the  District  Advisory 
Committee  will  be  elected  per  Board  of  Education  policy. 

Those  councils  must  be  elected  by  all  parents  of  children 
eligible  to  attend  public  school.  Each  parent  in  the  school's 
attendance  area  is  eligible  to  participate  in  the  election.

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SFUSD  TEST  SCORES  SHOW  DRAMATIC 
IMPROVEMENT  OVER  LAST  YEAR'S  SCORES 
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School  District  reading  scores  for  grades  two  and  three  show  a  dramatic 
improvement  over  last  year's  test  scores,  according  to  the  1976-77  report  of  the 
state-mandated,  state-operated  California  Assessment  Program. 

Reading  scores  for  grades  two  moved  from  the  30th  to  the  47th  state 
percentile  rank,  and  scores  for  grade  three  moved  from  the  22nd  to  the  38th 
percentile  rank. 

The  California  Assessment  Program  (C.A.P.)  provides  broad  information 
about  student  achievement,  comparing  similar  districts  and  comparing  districts 
to  a  state  average.  It  does  not  tell  the  parent  whether  his  individual  child 
is  performing  at  a  specific  grade  level.  It  is  designated  for  program  evaluation, 
not  for  individual  students  evaluation  or  diagnosis. 

The  principal  difference  in  this  year's  District's  test  scores  from  last 
year's  scores  is  in  the  primary  grades,  where  2nd  and  3rd  graders  showed  positive 
gains. 

The  average  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District  gains  for  second  and 
third  graders  are  greater  than  the  average  statewide  gains. 

The  performance  of  the  twelfth  graders  is  above  the  state  norm  in  the  areas 
of  spelling  and  mathematics.  Areas  needing  remediation  are  Reading,  grades  6  and 
12,  and  Written  Expression,  grade  6. 

Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto,  mindful  that  reading  scores  are  critical, 
stated  that  the  District's  instructional  priorities  are  the  teaching  of  reading 
and  other  basic  skills.

Street,  the  District's  first  magnet  school,  will  be  held  on  Wednesday,  December

The  environment  design  of  the  school  has  resulted  in  a  realistic  office 
setting  appropriate  for  the  business  career  theme  of  the  curriculum.  This 
theme  is  emphasized  by  the  teaching  staff  and  includes  special  instruction 
by  members  of  the  business  and  labor  community. 

The  75  member  Business  Advisory  Committee  for  the  school  represents  almost 
e\/ery   aspect  of  business,  labor,  government  and  the  community.  Part  of  their 
task  has  included  the  identification  of  manpower  and  training  needs  of  local 
business,  trade  and  community  so  that  the  business  education  offered  at  the 
school  will  provide  students  with  better  employment  possibilities. 

Since  its  inception  in  September  the  school  has  hosted  speakers  from  over 
30  participating  businesses.  Classes  are  held  both  at  the  school  site  and  in 
the  business  community  at  such  sites  as  Bank  of  America,  Pacific  Telephone,

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SCHOOL  DISTRICT  USES  SOLAR  HEATING 

IN  NEW  EXPERIMENT     AT     ARGONNE  CHILDREN'S  CENTER 
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The  School  District's  first  experiment  in  using  solar  energy  is  in  full 
operation  at  Argonne  Children's  Center,  750  -  16th  Avenue,  making  the  District 
the  first  public  agency  in  the  City  to  utilize  solar  heat. 

The  two-fold  objective  of  this  exploratory  pilot  which  is  part  of  a  district 
wide  energy  savings  program  is  to  see  if  it  works  and  also  to  demonstrate  to 
students  and  staff  that  in  spite  of  San  Francisco's  weather,  solar  heating  could 
be  a  reality  here.  Though  not  as  efficient  as  solar  heating  in  Arizona  and  the 
South,  the  equipment  is  expected  to  operate  at  a  minimum  60%  efficiency. 

The  District's  Facilities  Planning  Department  under  the  direction  of 

Steve  Huahn  bought  and  built  the  solar  heating  equipment  at  a  cost  of  $4,520. 

Milton  F.  Reiterman,  Assistant  Superintendent,  Management  Services  Division, 

Commissioner  Peter  Mezey,  member  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  Argonne  parent 

Ed  Dierhauf  strongly  supported  the  project.  P.G.&  E.  provided  technical  coopera- 
tion. 

Feasibility  plans  to  install  complete  solar  heating  are  being  studied  for 
Bryant  and  Garfield  Schools  which  are  presently  undergoing  earthquake  safety 
renovation.  District  staff  are  also  exploring  funding  possibilities  to  install 
solar  heating  equipment  at  John  O'Connell  School  of  Technology  where  installation 
and  repair  could  become  part  of  the  school's  training  program.

The  Educational  Redesign,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Education  on  March  9,  1976, 
reflects  the  District's  goals  to  provide  an  effective,  comprehensive  educational 
program  for  all  students  in  a  fully  integrated  and  stable  learning  environment. 
Elementary  schools  will  be  reorganized  to  K-5,  junior  highs  to  middle  schools,  grades 
6-8,  and  senior  highs  to  four-year  schools,  grades  9-12. 

Parents  will  receive  information  regarding  the  proposed  student  assignments 
during  the  first  week  of  January,  1978. 

In  order  to  provide  for  community  reactions  and  discussion  before  the  Board 
of  Education's  final  adoption,  community  meetings  at  various  school  sites  will  be 
held.

Following  review  of  ideas  and  suggestions  that  come  from  public  meetings 
and  school  sites  and  from  parents,  administrators,  and  teachers,  the  Superintendent

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PROPOSED  EDUCATIONAL  REDESIGN 
FOR  THE  SFUSD  ANNOUNCED 
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December  29,  1977 


Superintendent  Robert  F.  Alioto  today  announced  the  details  of  the  final 
phase  of  the  proposed  Educational  Redesign  for  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District. 

This  final  phase  of  the  proposal  includes  re-grouping  of  the  District's 
grades  to  elementary  schools  (Kindergarten  to  5th  grade),  middle  schools  (6th  to 
8th  grade)  and  senior  high  schools  (9th  to  12th  grade);  improving  the  racial 
balance  of  the  schools;  reflecting  the  District's  commitment  to  integration; 
updating  the  curriculum  to  establish  a  framework  for  the  stability  and  continuity 
of  instruction  and  merging  and  consolidating  schools. 

Because  for  the  past  decade  San  Francisco  schools  have  experienced  a  declining 
student  enrollment,  some  schools  are  recommended  to  be  merged  and  others  closed. 
A  number  of  students  will  be  reassigned  to  other  buildings,  and  several  buildings 
will  be  used  for  other  educational  purposes.  Some  older  buildings,  small 
buildings  and  buildings  in  neighborhoods  where  few  school  aged  children  live 
are  proposed  for  closing.

Proposed  schools  to  be  closed  are:

The  racial/ethnic  composition  of  the  District  has  been  changing  for  a 
decade  resulting  in  a  lower  student  enrollment  and  one  in  which  no  one  racial/ 
ethnic  group  predominates.  More  naturally  integrated  neighborhoods  exist  in  the 
City  than  had  in  the  past.  The  Redesign  proposal  calls  for  new  student  assignment 
guidelines  with  approximately  18,000  K-5  students  walking  to  their  assigned 
schools,  with  a  reduction  of  the  number  of  bused  K-5  students  from  14,000  to 
7,800.  The  proposed  definition  of  a  racially  balanced  school  will  be  one  in  which 
no  racial/ethnic  group  will  exceed  45%  of  the  school's  enrollment  and  which  . 
has  at  least  four  racial/ethnic  groups  represented  in  each  school. 

Parents  will  receive  school  assignment  notification  letters  with  a  list 

of  community  meetings  to  be  held  at  various  school  sites  providing  for  community 

reaction  and  discussion  on  the  Educational  Redesign.  These  public  meetings  are 

scheduled  as  follows:

The  Redesign  proposal  calls  for  a  return  to  a  strong  emphasis  on  the  basic 
skills:  reading,  writing  and  mathematics.  It  is  recommended  that  it  end 
social  promotion  and  meaningless  diplomas  while  establishing  a  framework  for  the 
stability  and  continuity  of  instruction. 
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
